gradual that one 
cannot properly speak of a true 
change of life to men. 
Others b elieve that It least to 
some men a decrease in the func­ 
tioning of these glands may come 
fairly rapidly and produce sy mp­ 
toms which justify speaking of a 
male change of Ufe. 
Perhaps most men do not have 
any sy mptoms at all which can 
b e a t t r i b m u t e d to decreased 
functioning of the sex 
gl a n d a 
Those who do, however, may , 
(according to those who b elieve 
to a rapid change) have one or 
more of several sy mptoms. 
Some describ e a distinct feel­ 
ing of tension with a sort of to­ 
ward feeling of discomfort which 
is made worse b y excitement oar 
fatigue, b ad news, arguments or 
disturb ances which would not 
b other a person ordinarily . 
Some men during this time of 
life may b e restless and com­ 
plain of sleeping poorly . Numb ­ 
ness and tingling of the hands or 


feet y common. A culd feeling 
of depression also s« -ems* to b e 
common. 
Dizziness, palpitation of the 
heart, cold hands and cold feet, 
slight shortness of Dreath and 
sudden flushing of th«» face, neck 
and upper part of the chest are 
also mentioned. 
Waning of the 
sexual powers, real or imaginary , 
is a frequent reason why men of 
this age consult their phy sicians. 
There have b een many studies 
of the effect of injections of the 
principal male hormone—testos­ 
terone propionate—to men com­ 
plaining of such sy mptoms as 
those mentioned. Somo claim that 
these injections, when given to 
proper doses and frequency , are 
helpful in relieving mony of the 
sy mptoms. 
However, the conservative view 
is expressed b y one writer, “Sex 
hormones should not b e admin­ 
istered to men and women of 
climacteric (change of life) age 
wife the idea of stimulating in­ 
creased potency ; if this is the ob ­ 
ject of treatment, disappoint­ 
ment will result in the great ma­ 
jority of instances.

They included Stan Sagedahl of Oslo, 
Norway ; Jean Middleditch of Uruguay and Nancy Severe of Sao 
Paulo, Brazil. The trio were in­ 
troduced by Mrs. Frank Stoudt, 
p rogram chairman. Mrs. Harry 
Loria is the p resident 
Mr. Sagedahl, a Lutheran min­ 
ister’s son who described the 
church life of Norway , stated 
that 97 p er cent of the people are 
of Lutheran faith. While the oth­ 
er three p er cent include a mix­ 
ture of denominations, with Meth­ 
odists leading 
Tells Of Norway 
Since the church is a p art of 
the state, the buildings are gov­ 
ernment owned and the minis­ 
ters are paid by the government. 
The k ing nominates the clergy 
of the established church, which 
tak es a leading p art in p rimary 
education, he said. 
Speak ing on 
Christmas 
cus­ 
toms, Mr. Sagedahl said that his 
mother began bak ing Christmas 
cook ies three week s before tjie 
holiday . Most every body in Nor­ 
way goes to church on Christmas 
Eve, the student said. Fish is the 
traditional holiday meat. Fishing 
is one of the principal industries, 
engaging as many as 100,000 p er­ 
sons annually . 
Miss Severe, an American, who 
was born in Paris, France, lived 
there for eight y ears. Since then 
she has lived and traveled in 
the United States and Mexico. Be­ 
fore coming to Mount Union Col­ 
lege she resided in 
Brazil, where her 


consul to the United States gov­ 
ernment. Her reasons for coming 
to the college were: (1) Because 
it was recommended by friends; 
(2) because she wanted to live in 
a cold climate where there was 
snow and (3) because she want­ 
ed to study at a small college. 
Speak s On Brazil 
Miss Severe stated that Christ­ 
mas customs in Brazil are much 
the same as they are in this coun­ 
try , although there is more com­ 
mercialism of the festival here. 
The celebration there is mostly 
for children. The adults observe 
All King’s Day , Jan. 6, and have 
gifts much the same as Ameri­ 
cans do on Christmas. 
A native of Buenos Aires, Ar­ 
gentina, South America, Miss 
Middleditch lived there until she 
was 13. From there she went to 
Montevideo, Uruguay , where she 
attended high school. 
She has been in the United 
States for one and a half y ears 
and during that time has attend­ 
ed Mount Union College. She is 
planning to return to Uruguay in 
February for six months, and 
then return in September to con­ 
tinue her studies. 
South Americans have four 
meals a day , the fourth one be­ 
tween 8:30 and 9 p. m., Miss Mid­ 
dleditch said. 
Their meals are 
Sao Paulo, 
j rather sacred to them and the 
father is a shops close for two and a half 


hours at noon, thus giving the 
work ers an opportunity to eat in 
their homes. 
Explains Sy stem 
The educational sy stem is hard­ 
er there than it is in this country , 
she informed the women. While 
the majority of the people are of 
the Roman Catholic faith, she 
stated 
that 
Protestantism 
is 
growing in favor and that denom­ 
inations are work ing together in 
their religious effort.
